Therefore each Senator has certainly 
work on a committee to perform, and having been 
assigned to the regular standing committees of the 
Senate he knows the work th at he is obliged to do, 
and of course bj- this tim e has gauged lmnself so 
that he can attend to the work of his various com­ 
m ittees.

Mr. D a v is— I do not see the object of the resolu­ 
tion, or motive of the Senator from Colusa, in offer­ 
ing any such resolution. The history of the measure 
which was introduced and passed last winter, and 
of the work which has been undertaken, is a his

to wait until 
th at history is laid before us. 
That history projierly 
comes from the State officers and the Commissioners 
who were appointed under th a t bill and who have 
this whole business in charge. 
Now if the reporta 
of these officers and Commissioners were before us at 
this tim e, then perhaps some occasion m ight arise 
for a resolution of this kind, hu t th at occasion has 
not occurred yet. The Senator does not make any 
charge in reference to this m atter. 
He does not 
give ary reason why an investigation should be had 
concerning it. 
But I say th at in respect to the offi­ 
cers th at have this m atter in charge, and the Com­ 
missioners who were appointed to perform this 
work, or have it done, in respect to them a resolu­ 
tion of this kind should not be introduced until they 
have had an opportunity to he heard before this 
Senate in th at regard. 
Now when that report comes 
in and it has been made and is in the hands of the 
p rinter—th tu we can act intelligently upon this 
m att.r. 
It may transpire th at investigation will be 
n e c e s s a r y , or useful, but until we know something 
f ora the lips or pens of these parties that 1 refer to, 
the resolution is certainly, to say the ¡east, in ha 1 
taste, in my judgm ent. 
At all events, the resolution 
should go to the proper com m ittee, and not to any 
special committee. 
Mr. Glascock 
I presum e, sir, any motion in this 
direction would be considered in had taste ; but cer­ 
tainly myself, as to the motive, sir. i believe it 
is a goi/d -me, and I believe th at it will result 
in good to the State of California.

A bill has been introduce'! to th e S tate 
Legislature to enable S tate C ontroller Ken 
field to sue th e S tate to recover so much 
of th e salary of J . VV. M andeville as was 
draw n bj' th e latte r prior to his death. 
M r. Kenfieid has no more title to the 
money he th u s seeks than he has to any 
p art of the funds of the State, outside of 
his 
present 
salary, now 
lying in the 
T reasury, 
lie was not in office during the 
tim e for which La seeks to receive nay. 
H e performed no services w hatever to the 
State. 
H e has no claim either direct or 
indirect which will stand an in stan t’s ex 
anim ation. 
His bill in fact is one of the 
m ost im pudent propositions we have heard 
of for a long tim e, and ito n g h t tobe rejected 
em phatically 
and 
sw iftly. 
W e under­ 
stand, however, th at Mr. Kenfieid possesses 
quite peculiar ideas of the obligations the 
S tate is under to him, and th a t as one 
proof of this he puts his wife on the pay­ 
roll of his office, and draw s a salary of 
SI 17 a m onth in her name, though she per­ 
forms no service w hatever. 
There are 
cases in w hich the wives of officials do a 
full clerk’s work, and in such cases no ob­ 
jection can be m ade to th eir draw ing the 
salary. 
This, however, is not such a case, 
b u t it is one which calls for rebuke alm ost 
as m uch as the audacious bill which Mr. 
Kenfieid has seen fit to insult th e Legisla­ 
tu re w ith. 
The Republican p arty cannot 
afford to m ake itself responsible for such 
proceedings as these, and it appears to us 
th a t the A ttorney-G eneral would he ju sti­ 
fied in bringing su it against M r.

SUPERFLUOUS 
STATE 
REPORTS. 


W hoever tu rn s over the pile of State 
reports to which th e local governm ent has 
now attained, m ust come to the conclusion 
th a t there is a great deal of w asted space 
in them . 
Every year the S tate P rin tin g 
office turns out thousands of these thick 
and thin pam phlets, but it would be diffi­ 
cu lt to say w hat good end is served by 
th eir publication. 
H undreds of pages in 
them are filled w ith statistics, w ith elabor­ 
ately draw n accounts, w ith frivolous details, 
w hich are of no possible value to anybody. 
In nine cases out of ten the reports m ight 
w ith great advantage be reduced to a 
tith e of 
their 
present 
volume. 
Take 
for exam ple the report of th e S tate A gri­ 
cultural Society, which has for m any y tars 
been a conspicuous exam ple of ex trav a­ 
gance in this way. 
I t is filled w ith the 
m ost valueless and often w ith th e most 
rubbishing m atter. 
Long, involved, vague 
and w andering accounts of this or th a t in ­ 
du stry ; speculative and discursive papers 
in regular new spaper style ; inconsequen­ 
tial and disconnected statistics, Bung in as 
though w ith a liay-fork; m ake up the 
greater p art of the large volume which is 
every year published at the expense of a 
public th a t neither needs nor reads it. 
In 
all 6uch cases w hat is required is condensa­ 
tion and 
system . 
N otw ithstanding the 
m ultitude of reports publi-hed, it íb diffi­ 
cu lt to ascertain such practical facts as are 
often neede.1 in estim ating th e progress of 
th e State. 
A great, crude, undigested 
mass of m atter is of no use to the public, 
and it costs a great deal of money which 
m ight very well be saved. 
The printing 
of these reports ought in fact to be sub­ 
jected to some kind of regulation and re­ 
striction, and th e useless m atter should be 
rigorously excluded. 
G overnm ent is ex­ 
pensive enough w hen none b u t necessary 
outlay has to be m et, and every effort 
should therefore be m ade to atop useless 
expenditures.

THE BURNSIDE EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


The bill introduced by Senator Burnside, 
and which lias already pas-ed th e Senate, 
provides th a t th e interebt, at four per cent., 
of the n et receipts from th e tale of public 
lands, and from paten t fees, shall tie ap­ 
portioned for ten years among th e States 
aud T erritories according to the percentage 
of illiterate persons. 
W hen th e bill was 
discussed in th e Senate, it w as objected by 
some Senators th a t th e am ount to be d e ­ 
rived annually from th e sources nam ed 
would be so small th a t no practical benefits 
could be expected from th e m easure. 
As 
however the am ount w ill increase year by 
year, beginning w ith about *60,000, it is 
evident th a t th is does not constitute a 
serious defect. 
Of course it m ust be u n ­ 
derstood th a t the N ational G overnm ent 
does not propose to tak e th e w ork of edu­ 
cation ou t of the hands of th e States, b u t 
only to assist those S tates and T erritories 
where th e percentage of illiteracy is so 
great as to be beyond th e capacity of the 
local revenues. One of the m ost significant 
and im portant features of th e m easure, 
however, is its aspect in regard to the 
South. 
I t is well know n th a t in th at 
region the percentage of illiteracy has al­ 
ways 
been 
far 
greater 
th an 
in 
any 
of 
th e 
N orthern 
States, 
and 
it 
is 
unquestionable th a t to th is backw ardness 
in education m ust be attrib u te d m any of 
tb e traits w hich have retarded the progress 
of Southern com m unities. 
I t is indeed 
not a little singular th a t a principle of 
statesm anship which has long beeD recog­ 
nized and acted upon ia th e various State3 
should have rem ained unutilized u n til now 
by the G eneral G overnm ent. 
T he doctrine 
th a t the S tate has th e rig h t to educate is 
now alm ost 
universally acknowledged. 
E location in fact is perceived to be neces­ 
sary to the stab ility of free institutions, 
and therefore its diffusion is as much a 
m easure of self-protection as are crim inal 
laws. 
M acaulay said “ th e power which 
“ assum es the rig h t to hang, m ust have the 
“ rig h t to educate,” and he was right. 
Society can have no rights w hich are inde­ 
pendent of obligations. 
If it undertakes 
to punish its m em bers for breaking the 
law s it enacts, it m ust first see to it th a t 
th ey are enabled to understand those laws. 
There are th in k ers who have held th a t when 
the sta te neglected its duties, th e citizen 
o u th t not to be punished for following 
th e exam ple. 
T h at w hen th e means of 
learning to distinguish rig h t from wrong, 
and of gaining an honest livelihood, were 
w ithheld from th e m asses, th ey ought to 
be held blam eless for th e consequences. 
B ut how ever th is m ay be in an abstract 
argum ent, it is not capable of being applied 
in actual life. 
Society at its best is full of 
im perfections 
and 
inconsistencies, 
and 
every m ovem ent tow ard b e tte r things is 
tedious and difficult. 
W e m u3t be th an k ­ 
ful if after m uch exertion we obtain sm all 
reform s, and we m ust not refuse to accept 
them because they are less th an we ex­ 
pected. 
T ne S tate cannot in its present 
developm ent do more th an begiu th e work 
of education. 
I t can only p u t th e in stru ­ 
m entalities of know ledge in the bands of 
th e people, and it m ust leave th e rest to 
them selves. 
T h at it not only ¡3 justified 
in doing so m uch, b u t under obligations to 
do it, we think evident. 


The principle of th e B urnside bill, m ore­ 
over, is one w hich is already in full appli­ 
cation. 
litr e in C alifornia we do precisely 
th e thing th a t th e now bill proposes. 
W e 
take from th e w ealthier localities to sup­ 
port ^he educational requirem ents of the 
poorer ones. 
W e do this because we per­ 
ceive th a t it is to the in terest of the entire 
S tate th a t every voter and taxpayer should 
be intelligent and educated. 
I t is, of 
course, equally to th e in terest of th e en­ 
tire nation th a t the people of every State 
should be educated. 
How m uch los3 and 
m ischief has been already canned by tl>« 
illiteracy of the S m th it would be impos­ 
sible to estim ate, b ut it is a safe assertion 
th at if some such scheme had been adopted 
a t the close of th e rebellion tbe condition 
of 
th a t 
region 
w ould 
have 
been 
greatly 
improved, 
and 
th a t 
there 
would have 
been 
no 
“ solid 
South” 
in 
politics 
to 
m ake 
a 
m ockery 
of 
republican institutions, and to prove to the 
country th a t nothing is stronger th an its 
w eakest part. 
W e have seen it said th a t 
this bill is not likely to effect any good, 
because if the Southern State3 are illiterate 
it is because they prefer illiteracy. 
T here 
is no force in th is argum ent. 
Senator 
Burnsides has done ju st enough to aw aken 
th e sham e aud touch th e pride of the 
South. 
W hen th e N ational G overnm ent 
comes forw ard th u s 
aud 
offers to aid 
the Southern S tates in establishing bettei 
educational system s, it is not to b e believed 
th a t they will tu rn sullenly aw ay and re­ 
fuse to accept th e generous proposition. 
Ati Southern men of any reflective capacity 
m ust have realized before now th a t educa­ 
tional facilities are more needed than 
any 
other 
in 
th eir 
section, 
and 
there is already satisfactory evidence th at 
the intelligence of the South will heartily 
support th e new bill. I t is only a beginning, 
bu t it is a good beginning. 
I t is an olive- 
branch held out to th e South which pos­ 
sesses infinitely greater significance than any 
of th e theatrical parades of reconcilia­ 
tion w hich a few years ago created so 
much sensation, only to end in smoke. 
I t 
is a proof th at the N orth retains kindly 
feelings tow ards the South, and th a t it has 
a genuine desire to k n it together both parts 
of th e country. 
W e hope therefore th at 
it will encounter no obstructions in the 
House, b u t th a t it will become a law be­ 
fore th e close of the present A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
Such m easures are of good augury, 
no t only from a sectional standpoint, b ut 
because they indicate the grow th of a 
more statesm anlike view of th e relation 
of the S tates to the N ation th an has ob­ 
tained commonly in the past. 


THE FUNDING BILL. 


The debates on the W ood funding bill 
in th e H ouse have thus far developed a 
good deal of unorganized and discordant 
opposition. 
Jud g in g from th e character of 
th e view s expressed by m any members 
we should euppose th a t they had been 
following the celebrated exam ple of Sena­ 
to r Logan, aud devoting a 
fortnight's 
study to th e m astery of finance. 
The 
G reenbackers of course continue to air 
those peculiar ideas which they are be­ 
lieved to evolve from th eir inner conscious­ 
ness, seeing th a t th ey are in no w ay in ­ 
debted to the past experience of m ankind. 
The real conflict, however, is in regard to 
the rate of interest to be paid on th e new 
bonds. 
M r. Sherm an is understood to be 
very doubtful w hether a three per cent, 
bond can be floated a t th e present tim e, 
and m ost of th e men who are authorities 
on 
finance 
appear to 
hold 
th e same 
view. 
Of 
course 
it 
would 
be 
a 
great m isfortune to fix upon three per 
cent, as tn e rate, and then to find th at 
th e bonds were not taken. 
I t is desirable 
to secure the best term s possible, and it is 
th e d u ty of Congress to do this, tu t a t the 
same tim e it m ust be rem em bered th a t no 
three per cent, bond has ever y et been 
held a t par, and th a t therefore, no m atter 


how good th e credit of th e U nited S tates 
m ay be ju st now, w hat is proposed is a 
very dubious experim ent a t 
th e beet. 
There seem s to be little doubt th a ta th rc e - 
and-a-half per cent, bond could be floated, 
and even th is w ould secure a great saving 
in interest. 
I t is to be hoped th a t Congress 
w ill consult the best au th o rity before act­ 
ing, and th a t it will not im peril th e suc­ 
cess of th e refunding operations for the 
m ere sake of a little political capital—which 
capital, moreover, under th e circum stances, 
could n ot last. 


A 
SURVIVAL. 


T hree Indians w ent hunting in the upper 
country th e other day, and finding no game 
concluded to take a shot a t seme Chinam en 
who were w orking a claim on the hillside. 
One of th e Chinam en was killed, and then 
th e Indians were arrested and im prisoned. 
W e are glad to find th a t this bru tal deed 
excites quite general indignation, b u t it 
m ay be as well to recall the fact th a t had 
w hite m en done th e same a few years ago 
it w ould have been very difficult to get a 
ju ry to convict them . 
Tiie m istake of the 
Indians lay in supposing th a t th ey would 
be protected by th e anti-Chinese sentim ent. 
B u t it is only too probable th a t they ac­ 
quired th eir ideas concerning th e w orth­ 
lessness of a C hinam an’s life from the w hite 
men am ong whom they had obtained their 
Blight know ledge of civilization.

Cannon is put ia the position of a con­ 
testant, and in the bands of an unfriendly 
committee he can be kept dancing in the lob­ 
bies of Congress w ithout any decision until 
the 4th o f M arch.

A Convention of the Directors of the State 
A gricultural Society and of representatives 
of district societies, under the law, was held 
last evening pursuant to a call made on the 
18th of November, 1880. 
The meeting was 
held at ths Secretary’s cffiee of the State 
A gricultural Society, and was called to order 
at a quarter past 7 o’clock. 
H . M. Larue 
stated th at the object of the meeting was to 
consult relative to desired legislation, if any, 
for the various societies; 
also, regarding 
premium lists and other m atters of common 
interest. 
On motion of Mr. L'arr, H . M. 
Larue was called to the chair. 
I. N. Hoag 
was chosen Secretary. 
There were present 
the Directors of the State A gricultural So­ 
ciety, and also for D istrict No. 2, L. U. 
Shi|-pee ; D istrict No. 3, D r. Mason and Mr. 
M cIntosh; D istrict No. 4, W m. Z arttr.an; 
D istrict No. 7. 11. S. Ball, Jesse D. Carr ; 
D istrict No. 8, Thomas F’raser and Mr. Cole­ 
man. 
In addition were present several citi­ 
zens interested in horticulture and agricult­ 
ure ; also M athew Cooke, representia g the 
State H orticultural Society. 
M r. Sfeippte hoped all tbe districts would 
arrange the dates for holding fairs, so there 
will be no conflict. 
M r. Z irluiau said D istrict No. 4 had se­ 
lected tbe first Monday in September to begin. 
M r. Shippee said the San Joaquin Society 
had selected to begin the 27- b of September. 
M r. Jones said Santa Clara’s fair would 
begin immediately after" the San Joaquin 
fair, October 5lh. 
Mr. C arr said the Mon­ 
terey fair generally follow s the Santa Clara 
fair, Octolier 12th. 
Mr. Jones said in the 
past the Chico fair had conflicted with the 
San Jcse cr Stockton tuir. 
M r. Boggs said 
the uorihern section could not hold ios fair 
earlier on account of its hardest season. 
He 
thought the conflict .spoken of no: so m ate­ 
rial between Santa Clara and Chico. 
Air. 
Chase said the Golden C ate (Oakland) fair 
would probably begin September 12th, a3 
heretofore. 
Mr. Fraser said D istrict 8 had 
nut je t fixed a date, but it would probably 
be prior o that of tno State fair. 
Mr. Boggs 
said the delegates from the C'Lico district did 
not feel at liberty to d.cide as to a date fur 
th at fair. 
Mr. W inters thought th at fair 
ought to lie held first. 
Mr. Boggs’ agretd 
with him, but added th at it would put it in 
the middle of harvest. 
I t was difficult to 
arrange it w ithout conflict. 
Mr. M cIntosh 
said he did not feel as if he could con­ 
sent to an earlier date than 
the first 
w etk 
in 
September. 
In 
the 
Lassen 
and‘Plum as D istrict the fair last year was in 
the middle of October. 
Dr. Mason said the 
delegati n \tfiuld consent tlrat the Chico fair 
be fixed for September 5th. 
Mr. Frazer said 
the E l Dorado fair m ight he put down for 
| September 13th. 
Mr. Carr said the L s An­ 
geles fair always c mes after all the others, 
say in October late, the 18,h or 23d. 
A communication from the State H orticult­ 
ural Society on the subject of the protection, 
by legislation, of fruit trees and grape vines 
frum noxious insects, and a series of resolu­ 
tions adopted by the Society were read, 
pointing out the danger to agricultural and 
horticultural 
interests 
from 
the 
rapid 
spread of noxious iusects, and suggesting 
the passage of a bill to authorize such steps 
as are 
u“cessary to destroy the insects 
aud preveat their increase, and also for the 
gathering aud spread of such information re­ 
garding the insects as shall aid the people in 
resisting the encroachment of the insects. 
M r. Larue said if something is not done soon 
we will have neither apples ncr pears, in this 
valley a t least, and probably not in the 
mountains. 
M r. Ship;>ee in the chair. 
M r. Cooke said the necessity for action is 
undoubted. 
He thought if a reasonable sum 
is given the State A gricultural Society to 
disburse, the pest can be checked, with the 
aid of a law authorizing the cleansing of in­ 
fected orchards and vineyards tea prevent the 
spread of the pest. 
I t is only needed to de­ 
clare the pest a nuisance to lie abated, 
and get all 
the 
growers 
to 
act in 
unison. 
Selfish 
people will 
not cleanse 
their orchards, and such places 
become 
breeding-spnts for the pest. 
lu M ichigan a 
law was pa-sed on the subject for an infested 
ciunty. 
Und r it inspectors e x -.mined trees, 
m ark' d infected ones, and compelled their de­ 
struction. 
In 1879 the law was in »de tc ap­ 
ply tii the whole State, and as a result the 
pest was utterly driven cut and the tree3 and 
vines sav d. 
A h to phylloxera, Los Angeles 
county is the odIj- county clear ot it. 
t hat 
fact i? not generally known, but it is true, 
ami no Ceps have been taken to check its 
spread. 
Unless a 1 »w is passed to enforce a 
fi;Lt ngai st it. it will blot out the grape in­ 
terest. 
H e t-ilJ h-.w the apple worm spread 
all over the Btate frjin one single tree, the 
fruit of which was not destroyed, and the 
boxes from who h went to m arket. 
Fifteen 
cents a tree will kill out the worm, if only all 
men can be made to abate the nuissnc 
I t is necessary- to have a Stale Entomologist, 
but in--re neves-.-ry to have immediate action 
against the codling moth, scale bug, phyllox­ 
era and red spider, all of which can be de­ 
stroyed for a song ; but there is no use for 
oue to cleanse his orchard if the adjoining 
owner refuses. 
The Nat-ona orchard owners 
cleaned their orchards of 2,509 trees for 8150. 
M r. Boggs moved the m atter be referred 
t > the legislative committee, to be appointed. 
Mr. Cnuse hoped the meeting would in­ 
dorse the action of the H orticultural Society 
and the bill prepared 
by Assemblyman 
Young. 
Mr. B ggs agreed with Mr. Chase. 
Mr. C an- thought it a strong indorse- 
me.i t th at the meeting referred it to the legis­ 
lative committee. 
The motion of Mr. B.iggs 
prevailed unanimously. 
M r. Chase moved 
the appointuient - f a legislative committee 
to present to the Legislature the claims of 
the u cieties upon tiie State for aid in t.he 
advancem ent 
of agricultural 
expositions. 
M r. Chase’s motion prevailed unanimously, 
after a long an I exc e lingly interesting dis­ 
cussion, in which nearly all present took an 
earnest part. 
I t was characterized by a 
broad and 
liberal 
spirit, by an earnest 
desire to advance the interests of the State 
ia every way possible, to bring out the best 
evidences o; the resources of the country, 
aud to place the annual fairs upon the 
broadest and highest plane, and to make 
the di strict fairs as nearly equal in in­ 
fluence and success as is possible, and 
to 
make 
nil 
tee 
expositions 
useful 
and beneficial in the highest degree. 
The 
debate'took a broa-1 range anil eutcred the 
realm of advanced statesmanship, the ques­ 
tions being treated with an evident spirit of 
patriotism. 
Thus was di-cussed the best 
means of making the agricultural depart­ 
m ent of the State u-eiul, how best to increase 
the interest in it, h -v best to bring out repre­ 
sentative ex tioits, how best to make the fairs 
more iuflrential in an edit rational iine, as in 
educating the people toward industrial pur­ 
suits, rather tha- from them, etc. 
Also, the 
relation --f the societies to the S ta te ; that 
they are not beggars nor mendicants bestech- 
ing a:d, but recoguiz d arms of the Govern 
m eat, asking only w hat is their due, and the 
right to expend money of the 8 tate only to the 
extent th at it is productive of bene fi-s to the 
State. 
I t was argued th at the State Agri­ 
cultural Society, receiving but 84,500 last 
year from the State, yet distributed 842 000, 
aud has acquired propeity tor the State 
worth 5S0.0OO; th at its reai usefulness has 
but just begun ; that it has bee- me a recog- 
niz d State institution, side by side w ith the 
public schotds and the U niversity, and is 
educating the people in the line of efficiency, 
ai d up to the high calling of developing the 
best the natural elements are capable of : 
that tbe di.-*rict s -cieties are starting in the 
same direction, and th at these 3re large in­ 
terests aud enaabling ones ; th a t a generous 
emulation between the so ieti.s already ex­ 
iste, that is producing g iod results and is 
bringing pr duvers ami growers of stock up to 
the point of d- ing the very best, and thus in­ 
creasing 
taxable property, enlarging toe 
sph-re of industry, and enc mraging the ag­ 
ricultural advanc». 
The discu-'i-m and interchange was very 
extended, fud of enthusiasm and marked by 
the highest spirit of true citizenship, anxious 
f r the prosperity of the State. 
This debate 
was enva-cd in by Messrs. Larue, Chase, 
B ipgs, Zartm an, Newt'-n, Shippee, Carr, 
Mclnt-ish.

The qiiesti-m of a new Pavilion for the 
State Society was then brought up and dis­ 
cussed. 
I t wag agreed th at the old Pavilion 
is tno sm all; th at the exhibitions can be 
doubled in inqiorUnce and size if more space, 


and on a single floor, can be secured. 
The 
prevailing sentim ent was to ask the county to 
sell the old Pavilion and apply tha money 
toward erecting a proper one on the Capitol 
Park extension, w ith consent of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
The Secretary1 brought up the m bject of 
district exhibitions ut the State F air and it 
was debated 
nt length and unanimously 
agreed th at exhibits, if classified according to 
districts, would add vastly to the value of'the 
expositions and be of much more informatory 
importance to strangers. 
I t would also en­ 
courage a generous emulation between the 
various producing sections of the State to be 
fairly represented. 
Mr. Shippee moved it as the sense of the 
meeting th at the State Society should stim u­ 
late this district exhibition system by offering 
premiums for the best district showings, and 
this was agreed to. 
A fter some fm ther interesting consultation 
the Convention adjourned, with the warmest 
congratulations 
being exchanged between 
members over the beneficial character of the 
session to all concerned.

Shooting.^—A young man 
named Lewis Gaston committed suicide at 
the W estern Hotel yesterday afteruoon about 
4 o’clock. 
H e came from the E ast a few 
days since, and has been Btopping a t the 
W estern H otel since one week ago yesterday, 
occupying a room upon the third fl sir. 
Day 
before yesterday he became acquainted wi h 
John Partenheim er, who was also stopping 
a t the hotel, and they walked out together. 
Gaston told him he was a railroad engineer, 
and th at his father is M aster Mechanic or 
Superintendent of the Michigan Southern or 
Central Railway, 
Between 3 and 4 o’clock 
yesterday 
afternoon 
Gaston m et Parten­ 
heimer in the hotel office and invited him 
to his room. 
H e soou after went up, and 
hearing conversation in the room waited ir. 
the hall a moment, when a Chinaman went 
out and he walked in. 
H e found Gaston 
with a self-cccVing English bull-dog revolver 
of 44 caliber in each hand, and a t once re­ 
marked, “ Lottie won’t go with me, aud I 
don’t want to live any longer.” H e then at 
once raised both revolvers and pointed them 
at hi3 temples, when Partenheim er said 
quickly, “ For Cod’s sake don’t shoot your­ 
self, G aston.” 
A t this 
Gaston changed 
ths direction of the revolvers, and pointed 
both a t Partenheim er. 
The latter at once 
struck them down with his hand toward the 
fl-sir. 
Gaston then walked out into the hall 
and 
fired 
a 
shot 
from 
each revolver 
aimlessly into 
the 
ceiling. 
and 
then 
shot 
himself 
in 
the 
ri-jht 
temple 
and fell upon 
the 
floor. 
He remained 
in an insensible condition for nearly two 
hours, and then expired. 
I t was subse­ 
quently learned th at the Chinaman who was 
in the room when Partenheim er was waiting 
in the hall was called iu hy Gaston, and who 
came near shooting him. 
A fter he had called 
the Chinaman into his room he made him get 
down uiMin the 11 'or, and placed him in vari­ 
ous positions, telling him th at he was going 
to shoot him, and his prisoner begged lor his 
life. 
Finally Gaston let him go, upon the 
promise th at he would not tell the proprietor 
of the hotel what he had done. 
H e still had 
the revolvers in his hands as above stated 
when Mr. Partenheim er w ent into the room, 
and he was undoubtedly insane. 
I t was 
stated last evening th at the “ Lottie ” referred 
to hy Gaston is a denizen of one of the L 
street seraglios, whom he first met last Thurs­ 
day. 
The deceased is apparently about 28 
years of age, of A merican birth, well dressed 
and of coo-1 appearance. 
The iuquest to-day 
aniF examination of his effects will probably 
afford further particulars.

The Opening L ast Evening—Lecture hy 
Professor Norton. 


The first lecture before the Sacramento 
Educational Iostitute was given last evening 
by Professor Norton to an exceedingly large 
aud interested audience. 
I t was advertised 
to bs held at the Presbyterian Church, but 
before the hour for the lecture to commence 
the house was filled to overflowing, and an 
adjournm ent was made to the Sixth-street 
M. E . Church, which was filled to itsutm ost. 
The object of the Institute was stated by 
its President, Mr. Felix Tracy, and then P ro­ 
fe. 3nr Norton was introduced. 
The lecturer commented with a discussion 
of parasiti-m in nature and in human life. 
Examples were 
presented 
of parasitical 
plants and animals which exhibited the type 
of extreme degradation. 
The highest result 
of civilization is to exalt the individual: to 
intensify and exalt personal will and develop­ 
ment. 
5Ye find that not merely in the 
polyp life of the sea or in human society snd 
the body politic, p n s itis m is disastrously 
developed. 
Tne vagrant and the 
tram p 
are parasitical upon society, therefore going 
down iu progressive degradation. 
They are 
the acari and peduculi upon the body p ditic. 
W hence do tü tj’ come? They are a new 
feature in our American society. 
The mem­ 
ories of our childhood recall days in which 
pauperism and vagrancy were almost un­ 
known. 
several secondary causes 
W ere suggested. 
Among these cessation of 
railroad building. 
Form erly from 5.000 to 
8,000 miles of railroads were being built each 
year, and immense ai mies of men thus em­ 
ployed. 
These industries are now greatly 
diminished and largely performed by mc- 
chanical and chemical agencies. 
Tne im- 
uroved pr. cesses of agriculture have greatly 
diminished the demand for m anual labor. 
This is one of the leading causes. 
The growth of intem perance is doubtless a 
strong second-ry agent. 
Sacramento spends 
more than 8600.000 a year for alcoholic 
drinks, and the wi i-ky bill of America the 
past year exceeds 8700,000,600. 
This is but 
the direct cost ; the indirect expensen ex­ 
ceed all computation. 
Im m igration of the 
lowest and mot t dangerous ciasaea of Europe 
is also a powerful accessory. O ar prisons are 
filltd up by alien convicto, and our alms­ 
houses with f ireigu-born 
paupers. 
Out 
of 340 convicts discharged from the M assa­ 
chusetts Penitentiary last year only 94 were 
burn of American parents, and but a few of 
them were of the P rotestant faith. 
One 
great danger in our m idst is the establish­ 
m ent of 
a 
fixed, 
hereditary 
type 
of 
paupers and criminals like the lazzaroni of 
Naples. 
The fact is th at wc are rearing in 
our midst a caste of vagrants and criminals 
as much worse than the barbarians of old as 
the city cesspool is worse than the forest 
morass. 
He would treat the question of in­ 
temperance in connection with the local op­ 
tion law. 
Theexam ple of Kansas was adduced, which 
has for tw enty years practiced this law, and 
an arm y of tem perance youth is the result. 
Local option, said the speaker, is the only 
available temperance legi.tiation for Califor­ 
nia. 
Secondly—There should be immediately 
established a refuge for pauper» or vagrants 
in every county in California. A t present we 
are supporting these at an enormous cost ÍD 
the form of incendiaries, thefts and the more 
brutal crimes. 
These refuges should 
be 
places where honest labor will purchase 
wholesome food, shelter and reasonable means 
and methods of instruction. 
The duty of 
such legislation presses heavily upon the pres­ 
ent session of the Legislature. 
Our method of dealing with criminals was 
then discussed. 
Our law assumes th at every 
criminal may be reformed by the infliction of 
penalties, whereas this often only hardens 
the criminal in his love of evil. 
A tendency 
to crime is doubtless a hereditary instinct. 
1’hero are certainly thousands of organic 
criminals in our midst, who, sent forth into 
society, are likely to rear families of their 
own type. 
The only safety is to gradually 
and perm anently withdraw from srclety thi- 
evil element. 
I t was suggested th at all sen­ 
tences for felonies lie for an undetermined 
period ; th at all questions of pardon should 
be referred to a board of wise physicians, 
who might be able to determine between the 
organic criminal and those who hy unfortu­ 
nate circumstauces were forced into crime. 
PENAL. COLONIES. 
Upon some of the more fertile islands along 
our coast were suggested as a permanent 
home fur the worst cl-is of criminals, afford­ 
ing them opportunity for labor fund for such 
manual and religious culture as they are 
capable of receiving. 
Iu this way the germs 
of evil may be greatly eliminated from so­ 
ciety' 
Thu lecturer closed w ith an earnest 
appeal to the young people to make of lif • a 
serious tiling : to fortify themselves by a large 
and liberal culture ai-ainst tem ptation, and 
to endeavor to 1 ecome so prepared th at they 
m ight in 
a 
better 
fashion 
than their 
ancestors 
solve 
these 
gieat 
questions 
of 
social 
s i nee. 
G reat 
dangers 
be­ 
set 
the 
civilization 
of 
to-day, 
but 
the cost is not h-e- less if the true and e arae't 
men and women of the land will take counsel 
together and strive e irnestly for better things. 
The lecture throughout was what was ex­ 
pected of the Professor as indicated by the 
audience—a rich treat, full of advanced 
thought, and the method of treatm ent was 
interesting in the extreme.

ofj W ednesday, January 26ih, by l>r. J . H. 
W ythe, of Oakland, upon the subject of
